"I have counted up my son's aver- 


age and I find it Is over eighty-five. 
I think he is entitled to skip a 
grade." 


"O, my no. It would never do to 


have James skip a grade. Why he—" 


"No? Then why did you skip Pe- 


ter Fundy a grade? My boy's aver- 
age Is higher than his." 


The argument was long and- the 


irate father left the school with the 
firm conviction that his son had 
been discriminated against, made to 
feel inferior he was promoted one 
grade and another lad two. The fact 
that the other lad was two years old- 
er, that his major subjects were 
very high, that he had been In high- 
er grades in the old country and was 
making up time as fast as he could, 
did not alter the father's Idea a 
syllable. 


"My son has a higher average. He 


should skip If that boy skips." Now 
an average may mean much or little, 
according to what you are using it 
for. 
It ought never to bo used for 


promotions. When a boy gets a hun- 
dred for punctuality and seventy-five 
for English, does he get eighty-eight? 
If he does what does he get it for? 


Each mark. If It counts for any- 


thing at all, must count for It-self. 
A bad mark In English for the term, 
another for mathematics, another for 
science and, another for history, 
might be accepted as a record of 
failure. If all the nflnor subjects are 
to be added to that, if all the long 
row of marks that the modern report 
cards carry, are to be added and 
averaged, the answer Is in no rela- 
tion to the condition of the child in 
his classes. The school sets down 
each rating separately. Each Is to 
speak for Itself. 


Children ought to be promoted, and 


I believe they usually are promoted, 
when they are able to do the work 
of the class ahead. 
They show this 


ability by doins well the work of 
the lower grade, by exhibiting a 
quality we call power. That is haroV 
to rate, but the teacher knows It 
when she sees it. The parent may 
point to the mark on the report card 
but tho teacher must point to the 
work and the quality of that work. 
Averaging the marks on the report 
card will ,not help. 


Nor does averaging the marks of 


the class help. I cannot see why 
a closs average should.be 'taken as 
an.indication of its condition unless 
the distribution of the marks accom- 
panies the report. One failure will 
lower tho rating of a whole class. 
Maybe tho child has just returned 
from an illness and had to take an 
examination. Such things have hap- 
pened to the teacher's sorrow. 


All averages must be interpreted. 
The -greatest law is still the law of 
common sense. Let us not depart 
from it, parents and teachers. We 
above all people, need it.

Success in' the home garden de- 


pends largely upon 
the" soil and 


the way it is prepared. 


If the 
soil is 


shallow and is on- 
ly scratched 
in 


plowing or spad- 
ing, crop failure 
is sure to follow. 
But if the soil is 
rich and deep1 and 
is well plowed or 
spaded the chanc- 
es are all on the 
side of success. 


turned over work it up fine with the 
edge of the spade or spading fork. 


Fertilizers should be spread after 


spading. Then with a good 10 or 
12-inch rake having rather 
long 


teeth the fertilizer 
can be mixed 


with the soil in the raking, which 
smoothes and pulverizes the surface. 


If the soil is the least inclined to 


bo lumpy, it is easiest to break the 
lumps -while they are fresh; that is. 
immediately after spading or plow- 
ing. In the large garden the har- 
row should be used close behind the 
plow if you want to avoid a lumpy 
soil. 


Clay soils may require several bar- 


rowings with the disk land smooth- 
ing harrow, but sandy soils may 
teed only one or two. However. if 


manure Is used the more finely-this 
material Is distributed through the 
soil the better.

Bedding the land decreases the 
danger of the crops being injured 
during heavy rains, because 
the

drains. 


The width of the beds will depend 


"With 
crops like peas, beans, corn arid to- 
matoes, single-row bods are used, 
while with lettuce, spinach, carrots, 
beets and onions wider beds nrc 
used and two to five or even s>ix 
rows planted on each bed.

to 36 inches apart on center* and 
theto beds consist of tw> to four 
furrows thrown together. 


In bedding land it Is important

is it is bedded three or four weeks 
before tune to plant, then not long 
before planting the beds are turned i 
in the opposite direction so that the I 
center of the bed will be where the j 
furrow originally was. 


This insures complete breaking.

crops raised on the farm,' and has 
purchased only enough commercial 
feed to balance his dairy ration. 


This Is an interesting change from 


a hopeless case to an exceedingly 
promising one brought about by the 
use of considerable headwork on the 
part of Mr. Kuba. 


Hearing so much about it, Mr. 


Kuba tried alfalfa to supply him 
with the feed he needed and to Im- 
prove his soil but neither on account 
of getting poor seed, or the run down 
condition of his soil, he failed to get 
a stand that would survive the win- 
ters. 


In desperation he began using com- 


mercial fertilizers on his fields. The 
result is that he Is'now raising all 
the hay and grain he needs as well 
as all the- ripe corn and large yields 
of cabbage, potatoes, mangels, table 
beets and canning beans. 


He is raising yellow blossom sweet 


clover for hay and white blossom for 
pasture. He expects to fit five acres 
for raising alfalfa this spring, and 
will "have six acres of sweet clover 
for pasture.

53 bushels of alfalfa seed last fall, 
but does not expect to sell his entire 
crop.

Some Fields Also Short of 


Potash, Tests for Farm- 
ers Reveal 


er w. P. WIXSET 


Black Creek—The tragic revelation 


of testing soils Is that in the vicinity 
of a limestone quarry the fields are 
well supplied with lime naturally 
and require no application, and at 
long distances from quarries 
the 


fields are short of lime, according to 
County Agent G. A. Sell, who as- 
slated by C. J. Chapman, of tho soils 
department of the college- of agricul- 
ture, to conduct soil testing meet- 
ings Jr. tho hoHs or tlio towua 01 
Black .Creek and Maine Wednesday. 
The Black Creek meeting was held 
in the forenoon .and the Maine meet- 
ing In the afternoon. 


The work of the soil testers saved 


the farmers a considerable amount 
of money in tho aggregate and will 
lead to greater profits in the near 
future. The Immediate saving will 
come from tho purchase of the kind 
of fertilizer the soil needs Instead of 
some other kind, an* the profit will 
come; from tho larger yields thnt tho 
application of the kind of fertilizers 
lacking In the soils will bring about. 


The predominating shortage in the 


Black Creek nrea, according to the 
testers. Is phosphorus, 
nrid some 


potash in tho low lands. In'some parts 
of the Maine area a serious shortage 
of prosphorous and potash was not- 
ed. In both areas the tests show- 
ed no shortage of either phosphorus 
or potash where large quantities or 
manure had been us^cd on tho fields. 


"Take soils for testing In several 


parts of a field, extending down from 
the surface about five or six inches." 
advised Mr. Sell. "Mix tho soil of 
the single samples, nn* afterwards 
all the samples so thnt tho composite 
sample to bo tested fairly represents 
the field." 


"In each case we are recommend- 


inj the minimum fertilizer require- 
ment of each field as tho prices of 
.farm crops.are low and the mnx- 
imum requirements might not pay," 
said Chapman. 
"It would not pay 


for instance to.use a large quantity 
of commercial fertilizer on an oat 
field this year at the prices of onts." 


Ho advised.' the preparation of a 


field.for growing alfalfa with what- 
ever fertilizer the soil needs, and ap- 
plications on corn, cabbage, and pas- 
tures of short production.
